When Factory 


Is Destroyed

NORFOLK, Va.. April 7 —More 


than 250 persons were out of employ- 
ment at Franklin, near here, today 
as a result of the destruction by fire 
yesterday of the planing mill and box 
factory of the, Camp Manufacturing 
Company there 
The fire was of unknown origin and 
the loss, estimated at $300,000 to 
$400,000. is not entirely covered by 
insurance. The entire structure was 
a mass of flames when the fire was 
discovered about 9 o'clock Sunday 
morning. 
Through the efforts of hundreds of 


people who responded to the alarm, 
a shejj containing approximately two 
million feet of the best grades of 
lumber was saved from th eflames. 
xxhich at every minute threatened to 
turn this building into a great moun- 
tain of fire.

the flames

great headway, the fire having appar- 
ently started m 
the center of the

gained Its hold on a number of sills 
running under-the entire building it 
was by no means «asy to locale it and 
combat it effectively without culling 
through the floor. The flames burst 
forth at one point in the tea room 
while in the pantry and in the kitchen 
smoke and fire found outlet. 
By go- 


ing into the boiler room firemen were 
able to get under the floor but it 
was almost impossible to do effective 
work.

be out the firemen left only to be

Pepper said the economic feature ha«l 
been deliberately left out because It 
was covered in a similar resolution by 
Senator Borah, Republican, Idabo. 
The proposal for discussion of a xvorld 
court, he said, xvas intended to obvlat* 
the necessity "for attempting to satis- 
fy the widely drverse views upon th* 
league of nations " 


The statement of the Pennsylvania 
Senator brought several Demo*ratic 
senators to their feet

tic leader. Senator Robinson, of Ar-

Pelham Burgess Is 


Freed of Blame In 


Slaying of Negro 


Pelham Burgess, superintendent of 


the Collins Granite Company, a few 
miles south of Stokesland. just beyond 
the North Carolina line, was yester- 
day acquitted of blame in the shoot- 
ing of Calvin Vinyard. a negro, who 
he brought dead in his car to Provi- 
dence Hospital late on Saturday night. 


'Surges* 
after leaving 
the negro 


here and requesting the hospital au- 
thorities to turn t^he body over to an 
undertaker and t</send the bill to the 
quarry company, returnee to the road 
camD and later went to Pelham, N. C.. 
where he surrendered himself to Mag- 
istrate Tom Pierce. The hearing was 
held at Pelham yesterday by the mag- 
istrate, and Burgess was freed when 
evidence disclosed the fact that he 
killed the negro when the latter was 
drawing his revolxer. 
Burgess had 


reason to believe that the negro was 
about to shoot him and he put forth 
the plea of self-defense. 


Vinyard had been creating a dis- 


turbance at the camp, it was in evi-

and Burgess, according to the evi- 
dence, told him to present himselt at 
the office. 
At this point the rregro is 


said to' have- remarked "I guess you

ping at the weapon in his pocket Bur- 
gess. believing that the negro was 
about to shoot him, fired at him with 
hjs revolver. He wounded him near 
the heart, and putting him in his car 
he drove him to the Danville hospital.
